•'In general, the damage was 
slight with practically no damage 
caused to our production facilities.” 
The Tokyo announcement was 
the first direct statement from the 
Japanese that the Nipponese home 
islands had experienced a heavy 
shock. 
Seismologists 
at several 
! distant points had indicated that 
the temblor struck in the vicinity 
of Japan, the Hurtle islands or the 
Aleutians with the center of the 
quake possibly somewhere at sea. 
The quake was prolonged and of 
terrific intensity, seismographs in 
New York, West Bromwich, Eng- 
i land and Bombay showed. 
J J Shaw seismologist st West 
Bromwich observatory said that 
the whole earth had trembled for 
nearly six hours as a result of the 
greatest shock in many years. 
The Bombay observatory indi­ 
cated the possibility, before word 
came from Tokyo that the epi­ 
center was on Honshu island, larg­ 
est of the Japanese group, on 
which Tokyo itself is located. 
In commenting on this report 
Seismologist Shaw* said that lf the 
shock was centered on Honshu the 
Japanese possibly would have suf­ 
fered a greater catastrophe than 
it did in 1923.

Not th at I would like to have it 
bruited about th a t I think an e a r 
ache is a simple m atter or any* 
thing for am ateurs to monkey 
with, or th a t I think the drops are 
going to cure it. But they will ease 
it and. with some possible excep­ 
tions which I will discuss, will do 
no harm. 


Serious Condition 


An acute earache, if accom­ 
panied by fever and prostration in 
man, woman or child, is one of the 
most serious conditions th a t can 
happen. The ear is a haphasard 
kind of a mechanism. It does seem 
as if it could have been constructed 
better. Insects have much more 
sensible ears than we have. But we 
inherited ours from the fishes who 
have to hear under w ater and from 
the birds who have to have a very 
nice sense of equilibrium and have 
to know from which direction their 
enemies are approaching. So some­ 
how the balancing apparatus of 
the body got closely hooked up 
w ith the hearing apparatus and 
then the actual hearing apparatus 
had to be separated from the ear­ 
drum by an air space and con­ 
nected with several little bones 
and th a t is the middle ear, and 
th a t is where all the trouble arises. 
The air space of the middle ear 
and the movement of its bones re­ 
quires th a t it be not dead space but 
th a t the ear drum have some play 
so this is arranged by the E usta­ 
chian tube, which goes from the 
middle ear to the th ro a t You can 
always prove the function of the 
Eustachian tube by pinching your 
nostrils together, shutting your 
mouth and forcibly breathing o u t 
when you will feel your ear drums 
crack because the air goes up the 
E ustachian tube and fills the mid­ 
dle ear. 
Germs do the same thing under 
circumstance*. A sore throat, a 
pharyngitis, or any nose or throat 
infection may w ander up the 
Eustachian tube, light in the mid­ 
dle ear, find it is a nice warm place 
to breed, so they form pus end 


you have an acute middle ear in­ 
fection. Any of the common child­ 
hood conditions, such as measles, 
scarlet fever, or German measles, 
are particularly likely to do this, 
because they all produce some de­ 
gree of inflammation of the throat. 


Middle Ear Infection 


N aturally a middle ear infection 
Is accompanied by fever and indi­ 
cated by ear ache. G randm a’s ear 
drops were usually hot oil with a 
little camphor because camphor is 
a natural local anaesthetic. Phenol, 
another local anaesthetic and gly­ 
cerine is another old reliable form 
of ear drops. 
The only possible objections to 
the use of these drops is th a t the 
pus has broken out through the 
ear drum and the drops will get in 
the middle ear and pussibly begin 
to w ander causing the serious com­ 
plication of middle ear infection— 
mastoiditis. B ut this is a very 
faint possibility and can anyway 
be prevented by observing the rule 
never to use drops if the ear is 
discharging. 
Another equally im portant rule 
is to get a doctor if possible for 
any ear ache and have him de­ 
cide whether the ear drum needs 
to be opened or not in order to let 
out the pus. In most cases even 
though we have valuable modern 
drugs which are so useful in such 
conditions this should be done. 
These modern drugs are the 
widely touted sulfa drugs. They 
frequently control a middle ear in­ 
fection so th a t drainage will not 
have to be made. They cut down 
the complications of m astoiditis to 
one-tenth its frequency. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 


A. E. R .:—Does the use of nuts* 
eral oil kill Vitamin A?

county common pleas court. Nine 
nth r men. several of them em­ 
ployes of the Container plant, were 
indicted by the September term 
grand jury*. 
Sentence will be passed later. 
The verdict was returned by the 
jury less than half an hour after 
they had 
received their charge 
from Judge Far! Parker, Waverly, 
sitting by special assignment in 
place of Judge Meeker Terwilliger, 
who is ill. 
Immediately after the jury was 
dismissed a motion for a new trial 
was filed by Joseph E. Bowman, 
Columbus, 
attorney for the 
de­ 
fense. He made the usual charges 
of error. 
Presentation 
of 
the 
case 
by 
Prosecuting Attorney George Ger- 
hardt and Attorney Bowman end­ 
ed at 3:15 p. rn. Thursday. After a 
short recess the jury received its 
charge and retired for delibera­ 
tion. 
Only two witnesses were put on 
the stand by Attorney Bowman, 
who contended Sanders was not 
guilty of the charge filed against 
him He contended Sanders did not 
mak* false pretenses to the com­ 
pany. Defense witnesses were the 
defendant 
himself and his 
son, 
Floyd Sanders. 
T* e prosecutor called seven w it­ 
nesses: Sheriff Charles Radcliff, 
Deputy Vera Pontious. Chief of 
Police W

McCrady and offi­ 
cials of the Container corporation. 
The 
specific 
charge 
against 
Sanders bv the state was that he 
fraudulently obtained 
from 
the 
Container 
Corporation 
a 
weigh 
bill worth $100 for which he later 
leccived a check. The state charg­ 
ed he cashed the check and used 
the money. 
According to testimony Intro­ 
duced the weigh bill was made out 
bv an employee at the plant for 
s load of straw which was not de­ 
livered to the plant. The offense 
was said to have taken place in 
May. 
Sanders and others involved in 
the case were arrested in July and 
charges filed after an exhaustive 
investigation by the police depart­ 
ment and sheriff’s office.
